program of q u arantine and con­ 
trol work and the complete re­ 
search program of the depart­ 
m ent with respect to this pest, 
according to an annou ncem ent 
from the D epartm ent of 
Agri­ 
cu ltu re. This regu lar program is 
continu ing ^work carried on year 
after year. The q u arantine and 
control work has as its ob ject 
the prevention of long-distance 
spread of the b orer throu gh the 
movement of corn or other in­ 
fested plants, and the research 
program is to b e the b asis 
for 
the fu tu re control of the pest 
b y direct means or throu gh the 
agency 
of 
natu ral 
enemies, 
chiefly parasitic insects. 


The pu rpose of the Pu rnell act 
of 19 28 for corn b orer 
control 
was to prevent so far as possib le 
the natu ral spread of the b orer, 
particu larly in the direction of 
the main Corn Belt. The 
pre­ 
vention of su ch natu ral spread 
necessitates the carrying ou t of 
the proposed program of farm 
clean-u p over the 
area 
from 
which fu rther spread will come 
in large part. The enab ling act 
was passed b y Congress toward 
the close of its recent 
session, 
b u t the resolu tion providing the 
necessary fu nds, while presented 
in the Hou se of Representatives, 
was not voted u pon b efore ad­ 
jou rnment. 
This appropriating resolu tion 
stipu lated that adeq u ate regu ­ 
lations b e promu lgated b y 
all 
the States involved and 
that 
assu rance of the satisfactory en­ 
forcement of these 
regu lations 
b e given b efore the departm ent 
b egins any work u nder the act. 
Therefore, to enab le the 
de­ 
partm ent to fu nction u nder the 
act in case Congress appropri­ 
ates fu nds along the lines pro­ 
posed in this resolu tion, it will 
b e necessary for the States in­ 
volved to issu e regu lations early 
enou gh for farm ers in the con­ 
trol area to receive 
adeq u ate 
warning not to sow small grains

FARM NOTES 


The apple maggot is a serious- 


pest of the apple orchards of the 
northeastern part of the United 
States and southeastern Panada 
Its range extends westward to 
the Dakotas 
and southward 


along the Allegheny Mountains 
into North Carolina, but its most 
serious damage is done in 
% New 


England. A study of the life his- 
tory and habits of the apple 
maggot by Dr. B. A. Porter of the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture leads him to believe 
that it is not likely to become 
serious in southern orchards, but 
that it may become injurious in 
the Pacific Northwest. 
/ 


••Everyone living in the coun- 


try in New England and neav-by 
states," says Doctor Porter in 
Technical Bulletin 66-T, The 
Apple Maggot, just published by 
the Department of Agriculture, 
••is familiar with the disappoint- 
ment experienced in biting into 
a 'railroaded' or maggoty apple. 
Many such apples give no exter- 
nal warning that anything JS 
wrong, -although the interior 
may be a broken-down mass of 
rotten pulp. Such a condition is 
caused by the apple maggot. 
(Rhagoletis pomonella Walsh) 
which in the region referred to is 
one of the major insect pests at- 
tacking the flesh of the apj-le." 
""The apple maggot is a native 
American insect, and studies by 
entomologists of the department 
extending over a period of more 
than ten years indicate thar. tlis 
apple maggot originally fed on 
other plants, probably the haw- 
thorn, and has turned its activi- 
ties to apples within ttie last 75 
years. 


The failure 
of Congress to 


make the necessary appropria- 
tion to carry out the 
Purnell 


corn-borer control act will not 
affect in any way the regular 
program of quarantine and con- 
trol work and the complete re- 
search program of the depart- 
ment with respect to this pest, 
according to an announcement 
from the Department of Agri- 
culture. This regular program is 
continuing ^work carried on year 
after year. The quarantine and 
control work has as its object 
the prevention of long-distance 
spread of the borer through the 
movement of corn or other in- 
fested plants, and the research 
program is to be the basis for 
the future control of the pest 
by direct means or through the 
agency 
of natural 
enemies, 


chiefly parasitic insects. 


The purpose of the Purnell act 


of 1928 for corn borer 
control 


was to prevent so far as possible 
the natural spread of the borer, 
particularly in the direction of 
the main Corn Belt. The pre- 
vention of such natural spread 
necessitates the carrying out of 
the proposed program of farm 
clean-up over the 
area 
from 


which further spread will come 
in large part. The enabling act 
was passed by Congress toward 
the close of its recent 
session, 


but the resolution providing the 
necessary funds, while presented 
in the House of Representatives, 
was not voted upon before 
ad- 


journment. 


This appropriating resolution 


stipulated that adequate regu- 
lations be promulgated by 
all 


the States involved and that 
assurance of the satisfactory en- 
forcement of these 
regulations 


be given before the department 
begins any work under the act. 
Therefore, to enable the 
de- 


partment to function under the 
act in case Congress appropri- 
ates funds along the lines pro- 
posed in this resolution, it will 
be necessary for the States in- 
volved to issue regulations early 
enough for farmers in the con- 
trol area to receive 
adequate 


warning not to sow small grains 
in fields containing cornstalks 
and stubble. 
Under the program proposed by 
the department for the admin- 
istration of the 1928 act, 
the 


control work would begin on the 
margin of the infested 
area 


nearest the great Corn Belt and 
extend back into the more heav- 
ily infested territory as far as 
funds would permit. The regula- 
tory zone would include approx- 
imately two and one-half mill- 
ion acres of corn land in In^ 
diana, Michigan, and Ohio, be- 
ginning with the farthest west- 
ward advance of the corn borer, 
as disclosed by the 1928 survey. 
The control area probably would 
include all of the borer advance 
discovered in 1928, the advance 
recorded in 1927, and some parts 
of the older Infested territory 
In Ohio, Michigan, and Indiana.

Paved streets and highways that cost be- 


tween 
$20.000 and 
$30.000 a mile to be built, 


should by all means be taken care of, and main-

keep is $250 a mile. 


In

county there 
are

stretches of paved roads, built under the three 
mile law. which have been neglected and on 
which no expense has been given 
since they 


were built. 


In Rushvillc, Main street i.s a busy section. 


One day last week a count was kept during the 
regular' business hours, and 300 trucks, busses 
and other automobiles passed over this one sec- 
tion in an hour. If that average was maintained 
for the ten hours, it means 3.000 machines pass- 
ing 6vcr the street to wear it out. This same 
ratio is no doubt maintained on many sections 
3f paved roads in the county. 


A section of E. Eleventh street, just beyond 


the city 
limits, has had a bad hole in it for 


months, and as far as the 
average motorist 


knows, there hau been no attention paid to that 
highway for a long time, and it is gradually 
wasting and wearing under the traffic.

repairs made frequently and the surface kept 
lice from cracks and openings.
